GRAVEL TRAVEL 
LATEST EPISODE 


Tempers flew anew last Sat- 
urday, in the gravel war, this 
time from residents in North 
Reading near the North Reading 
Wilmington line. Large throngs 
blockaded the Concord street 
area where gravel is being 
removed by Steve Hathaway to 
provide fill for the new route 


Led by their Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, Malcolm 
MacCrae, the residents strong- 
ly protested the removal of 
gravel from their town, feel- 
‘ing that the land area was 
being stripped and left in a 
deplorable condition. 

The gravel removal operator 
was told that his operation 
would have to stop that date, 

Monday morning, the equip- 
ment used in digging gravel 
was found to be badly damaged, 
with wires torn off and win- 
dows broken. The entire Board 
of Selectmen of No.Reading, 
Malcolm MacCrae, Paul Ryan and 
Charles Stituti, along with a 
cruiser went into the pit 
site. The entrance to the pit 
is from Wilmington and they 
had to pass a newly made road 
through a section of Wilming- 
ton to get to the site of 
yoperations:-Making certain 
that no gravel was being re- 
moved, the Selectmen and the 
police cruiser then started to 
leave the area, only to find 
that their passage was blocked 


by a truck which was pulled. 


across the road. 

A delay of almost an hour 
was affected, until such time 
as the No. Reading Safety Car. 
entered on the scene with the 
Police Chief, followed by Atty. 
Richard Sheppard, representing 
Steve Hathaway. After some 
dialogue, keys were produced 
and the truck was removed. 

All parties concerned then 
went to Woburn Court, to take 
legal action. A suit was 
brought against Steve Hathaway 
by the Town of Reading and a 
Mr. Dunne. At the same time, a 
was brought against Steve 
Hathaway and Mr. Dunne by the 
Town of Wilmington, 

The Registry of Motor Veh- 
icles was then notified that 
trucks were being overloaded 
and sent a man there to check 
weights. Two more inspectors 
arrived and some trucks were 
taken to a weighing station to 
be checked for overloading and 
five or six trucks stopped 
were found overloaded. Four of 
the trucks stopped, however, 
were from a pit in No.Reading, 
which is supplying gravel for 
Route 128 and is using the 
Wilmington street for travel- 
ing to their destination.
